Youngstown, 0., June 11—Repub- 


lic Steel Corp. resumed operations in 
its local Monroe, Mich., plant today 


ln the wake of a tear gas attack, but 
union officials spread their strike 


call to a unit of Bethlehem Steel 


Corp.,hitherto unaffected by the most 
extensive steel strike in the nation's 
history. 


A project mass movement on Mon- 


roe by C. I. O. workers was called 
off; in Columbus, Ohio, union and 
company officials gathered for a joint 
conference called by Governor Martin 
L. Davey in an effort to avert, "pre- 
ventable bloodshed;" new repercus- 
sions of the union's food blockade 
against strike-besieged mills were 
heard in Washington and Cleveland. 


Senator Bridges (K.-N. H.) told 


the Senate Post Office committee the 
Assistant Postmaster of Niles, O., 
had refused to accept parcels for 
strike-bound workers because union 
pickets "will not allow it". W. W. 
Howes, 
first 
assistant 
postmaster 


general, replied his department had 
authorized refusal to perform "ab- 
normal" mail service in Ohio's Ma- 
honing Valley, where the strike has 
made more than 30,000 men idle in 
the walkout, affecting at least 73,000 
in seven states. 


Xears War State 


Bridges declared the strike situa- 


tion was "rapidly approaching a 
state of warfare." 
In Cleveland a federal court took 


under advisement a petition by the 
railroads which sought to enjoin the 
steel workers organizing committee 
and its pickets from interfering with 
operation of trains into steel plants.

sult of clashes with 
heavily-armed 


law authorities.

Enthusiasm for the establishment 


of a drama theatre in Kingston 
brought approximately 60 interested 
people to the municipal auditorium 
last night to hear eight speakers 
discuss the project and indulge in 
personal 
reflection 
regarding 
the 


American little theatre movement. 
The atmosphere of the meeting was 
one of open mindedness and some- 
what wandering in its proposals but 
the desire to create some outlet for 
dramatic expression in this city was 
genuine on the part of both the 
speakers and the audience. Follow- 
ing the round of speakers, the meet- 
ing went into an open forum and a 
committee was appointed to detail the 
aims of the organization. This com- 
mittee was headed by Rudolph Fred- 
eric-Fiolic, sponsor of the movement. 
and included Albert E. Milliken, N. 
Jansen Fowler, Roger H. Loughran, 
Mrs. Howaard A. Lewis, Ann Herzog 
Olson, Walter C. Wandell, Ira V. D. 
Warren, 
Rabbi 
Herbert 
Bloom. 


Charles E. Gradwell, John Burgevin, 
Arthur B. Ewig and Stanworth Han- 
cock. The committee will meet next 
Monday evening at the home of Dr. 
Charles Parsons. 


Suggests Location 


The first speaker on last evening's 


program was Albert E. 
Milliken, 


local architect who has spent con- 
siderable time drawing up plans for 
a little theatre in Kingston. Mr. 
Milliken had drawings showing what 
could be done with the former gas 
house on St. James Court and stated 
that the round brick structure could 
be converted into a modern and un- 
usual theatre at a cost Amounting to 
$20,000. This theatre would seat 
350 people with a stage added at the 
back of the building. 


Dr. Charles Parsons of Kingston 


spoke briefly as one interested in 
seeing a movement of this nature be- 
come a reality and he expressed the 
hope that the project would receive 
the support of this community. 


Caleb Milne of Woodstock was 


next introduced as an actor whose ex- 
perience in the theatre might prove 
of benefit and interest to the group. 
Mr. Milne spoke at some length on 
his various associations with theatri- 
cal groups and insisted that the easi- 
est way to kill a little theatre was to 
offer plays of one special 
type. 
It 


was his experience that diversity was 
the essential thing'to remember, in 
organizing plays for 
popular con- 


sumption. 


Charles E. Gradwell, editor of the 


Woodstock Overlook, and a former 
press agent, also indulged Jn rem- 
iniscences regarding his association 
with the theatre and he told the 
group that the success of the move- 
ment would depend very largely on 
the cooperation of the newspapers. 
It was Mr. Gradwell's firm convic- 
tion that good publicity in large 
quantities would have much to do 
with the project's success. 


A Successful A'enture 


Judson 
Phillips 
of 
Woodstock 


spoke the first concrete suggestions 
for the establishment of a permanent 
drama theatre in this city by dis- 
cussing his association with a move- 
ment of this nature in Vermont. "We 
did it there," said Mr. Phillips, "in 
a village whose population was about 
a thousand people. 
We undertook 


the project without getting subscrip- 
tions. 
We went in debt for $12,- 


000 and had the debt paid off in 
eight years time." 


Mr. Phillips said that it was sur- 


prising how quickly a movement like 
this will get public response and he 
stated that the biggest trouble en- 
countered In Vermont was the wan- 
Ing In interest of the actors. "There 
were any number of people we could 
get to do the mechanical detail," 
said the speaker, "but it was amaz- 
ing how quickly the interest of the 
actors cooled. 
This was probably 


due to the fact that there are so few 
leading parts and most people aren't 
content with minor roles." 


In closing, Mr. Phillips said he 


thought it would be a good Idea to 
go into debt as much as possible in 
the establishment of a little theatre 
in Kingston. 
Having to pay off a 


debt would 
make 
everyone work 


harder and better and more would 
be accomplished with an incentive 
to work for, the incentive in this 
case being the ever present Interest 
and principal to meet. 


What Are We Going to Do?

Soviet Union Places 
8 High War Lords 
OnTrial for Treason 


Moscow, June 11 (^—The Soviet 


Union, striking with dramatic sud- 
denness, placed eight of Its highest 
ranking war lords on trial for their 
lives today, charged with high trea- 
son and conspiring with a foreign 
power "unfriendly" to the govern- 
ment. 


Among those summoned before the 


secret military tribunal was Mar- 
shal 
MIchail 
NIkolaevitch Tukha- 


chevsky, one of the five red army 
marshals, who was vice-commissar of 
war prior to 
May 11, 
and 
only 


Wednesday was broken 
from 
his 


command of the important Volga mil- 
itary garrison. 


An official communique said all 


had pleaded guilty. Under the laws 
governing the trial this meant cer- 
tain and immediate execution on con- 
viction with the right of appeal de- 
nied. 
It was the Soviet's third great 


treason trial within less than a year. 
Sixteen defendants were shot after 
being tried in July, 1936, and 13 
were executed after a trial last Jan- 
uary. 
Others Accused 


In addition to Tukhachevsky, the 


accused were: 
General Kazimirovitch V. Putna, 


former military attache in London. 


General A. I. Kork, former com- 


mandant of the Frunze Military Aca- 
demy, the Soviet "West Point." 


General E. I. Yakier, commander 


of the Leningrad district garrison. 


General I. P. 
Uborevitcb, com- 


mander of the red army in white 
Russia. 
General Robert P. Eideman, for- 


mer bead of the training division for 
army reservists and civilians in avia- 
tion and gas defense. 


General -B. M. Feldman, chief of 


the personnel section of the general 
staff. 
General V. M. Prlmakoff. 
General Putna was arrested last 


August; the others were imprisoned 
only within the last few days. Gen- 
eral Yakir and Uborevltch were re- 
moved from their commands June 0 
at the same time that Marshal Tuk- 
hachevsky's downfall was announced. 


Named By Radek 


The marshal fell under suspicion 


when his name was mentioned in the 
January trial by Karl Radek, one of 
the defendants. 
The government announced that 


General Jan Gamarnik, former vice- 
commissar of defense, 
charged 
in 


the communique with equal guilt in 
plotting with the foreign power, had 
killed himself June 1 after having 
been exposed as a traitor. 


In addition to being leagued with 
„ foreign power, generally believed 
to be Germany or Japan, the com- 
munique declared the accused were 
guilty of violation of their military 
oath, treason to the fatherland, trea- 
son to the people of the U. S. S. R., 
and treason to the workers, peasants 
and the red army. 


The communique added: 
"Investigation established the par- 


ticipation of the defendants, as well 
as General Jan Gamarnik, in anti- 
state connections with leading mili- 
tary circles of one 
of the 
foreign 


countries which is carrying on an un- 
friendly policy toward the U. S. S. R. 


"The accused were in the service 


of the military intelligence service of 
this country. 
"The 
defendants 
systematically 


supplied secret information about the 
position of the Red Army to military 
circles of this country. 
"They carried on wrecking activ- 


ity for 
weakening the Red Army, 


tried to prepare for the defeat of the 
Red Army In case of attack on the 
Soclet Union and aimed to contribute 
to the restoration of landowners and 
capitalists in the U. S. S. R."

GREAT LAKES SEAPORTS 


A pioneer trans-Atlantic shipping 


service has been launched on the 
Great Lakes this summer. Hitherto 
foreign freighters have appeared oc- 
casionally in Great Lakes ports and 
a few Great Lakes vessels have ven- 
tured quite a distance down the St. 
Lawrence River. However, the Xor 
wegian firm, Olsen and Ugelstad, of 
Oslo, is the first line to establish reg- 
ular service, in season, between the 
Great Lakes and the continent.

National Museum 1* to Bo 


Eroctod in South Dakota. 


New Havto, Conn.—Fossils of one 


of tht richest patrifled forests ever 
uncovatad aoon will b* arranged ia 
a national mustum to b* built la 
tha southern Black Hills of South 
Dakota. 


Prof. G. R. Wieland of Yale uni- 


versity, international authority on 
fossil plants, said the museum will 
be erected in the center of an area 
which includes the most complete 
of all North American petrified for- 
ests. He has fully investigated the 
area, which he early filed under the 
homestead laws to insure protec- 
tion for the fossils. He later sur- 
rendered his equity when congress 
voted it a national monument. 


In the area were found formations 


120,000,000 years old or more dat- 
ing back to the age of dinosaurs. 
Included in the discoveries were 
petrified "flowering cycads'1 whose 
modem relatives are the rare Chi- 
nese maiden-hair tree and the so- 
called "sago palm." 


May Disappoint Layman. 


Final development of the museum 


will cost $65,000, Wieland estimates. 
Without it the visitor would not see 
anything but the scenery. "After 
all," he said, "the visitor need not 
go there, as many have done, ex- 
pecting quickly to find and take 
away valuable specimens. Except 
for some accidental fragment mean- 
ingless to the layman, nothing is to 
be seen at the surface fulfilling the 
untrained conception of petrified for- 
ests." 


Recently, with the aid of CCC 


help, quarrying brought to light 
more than a ton of additional speci- 
mens. These were found just as 
they were left in their final resting 
place of a hundred 'million years 
ago. 


'"'Uneroded, unbroken, of specific 


type, nothing approaching such a 
collection in one place has ever 
been seen before in the course of 
the even hundred years during 
which the cycadeoids have been 
known as fossils," said Wieland. 
"Rightly displayed in the field mu- 
seum planned for the monument, 
this material alone will afford a sin- 
gularly fine exhibit. 


"There is a wealth of lesser 


leafed, branched and more general- 
ized columnar types so highly in- 
structive in tracing relationships 
and in proving how these plants, 
as fantastic as the cushion vegeta- 
tion of the tropics or high moun- 
tains, may yet be traced to their 
small-stemmed relatives, much like 
the present day magnolia." 


Vital to Chemists. 


While the specimens themselves 


are of interest to the biologist and 
geologist, the process of petriflca- 
tion is also of special relevancy to 
the chemist, Wieland believes. The 
greater values are only to be gained 
by exhibition and study of these 
ancient plants exactly as and where 
discovered. 
"Without development and dis- 


play the Fossil Cycad museum can 
mean but little, as a mere blurred 
shadow, all but lost again in the 
shuffle of time," 
said Wieland. 


"With it come into view a pano- 
ramic beauty, educational values of 
the highest and all that fuller real- 
ization of those far-away landscapes 
of dinosaur times, without some un- 
derstanding of which we may scarce 
expect to learn to know life and 
ourselves." 


Designs tor the museum were 


drawn by advanced students in the 
department of architecture in the 
Yale school of fine arts. The de- 
signs "show once and for all that 
the place for the monument display 
is on the monument itself and that 
there alone may a primary display 
be set to full advantage," according 
to Wieland.

BOUNDARY SQUABBLE 


AT LAST ADJUSTED 


Vermont - New Hampshire 


Limits Clearly Denned. 


Washington, D.'C.—In 1912 Ver- 


mont and New Hampshire decided 
to ask the United States Supreme 
court where one begins and the oth- 
er ends. Now they know. 


Finally approved a few weeks ago 


was Special Commissioner Samuel 
S. Gannett's report on the 238-mile 
boundary line which follows the me- 
anderings of the Connecticut river 
between the two states. 
Actually, 


206 disputed miles of line were sur- 
veyed, from which the whole bound- 
ary was marked beyond doubt or 
question. 


"This," says the National Geo- 


graphic society, "is the last word in 
a boundary squabble which has 
caused bloodshed, engendered a re- 
fusal to admit the free republic of 
Vermont to the United States until 
1791, and inspired Vermont's flirta- 
tion with a Canadian union. It even 
involved efforts to split off a sepa- 
rate state between Vermont 
and 


New Hampshire. 


"The newly approved boundary 


apparently changes no one's post 
office address, transfers not a single 
mile-square parcel of ground, and 
will necessitate no changes in maps 
on an ordinary scale. The Connec- 
ticut river's west bank has in re- 
cent years been the accepted bound- 
ary, and the new line merely marks 
off the west bank's original low wa- 
ter mark before dams were built 
to alter the river's flow. 


Bridges and Taxation. 


"The result has been to allot Ver- 


mont jurisdiction over a few more 
bucketsful of river in one spot, sev- 
eral tubfuls more to New Hamp- 
shire in another. It may now be 
definitely known at which ripple Ver- 
mont regulations govern trout fish- 
ing and where New Hampshire 
game laws apply. 


"The true basis for a boundary 


dispute this late in history is the 
problem of bridges and taxation. It 
is a question of which state shall 
receive the taxes on riverside pa- 
per, lumber, and pulp mills, and the 
huge hydroelectric plants f r o m 
whose dams on the Connecticut riv- 
er power lines carry 
electricity 


throughout much of New England. 
Vermont is awarded a new island or 
so and some new exclusive tax cli- 
ents. New Hampshire wins the ex- 
pensive duty of maintaining most of 
the bridges. 


"The upper Connecticut is a well- 


behaved little river, and would 
hardly have worn out the boundary 
line if left to itself. Except for sev- 
eral cut-offs, its rocky route, twisted 
and slow, has changed little since a 
lively logging industry filled it with 
rafts of timber from low wooded 
mountains on both sides. Now logs 
must come down to the pulp mills 
by truck or rails, for the river is 
blocked by ten power dams in its 
200-mile career as a boundary. Be- 
cause height of the river is now al- 
most completely controlled by these 
dams, the natural low water mark 
was lost and had to be 'fished' for. 
To establish it, a survey of the river 


had to be supplemented by old maps 
and blue prints. 


Rely oo North Star. 


"Accuracy of this survey was 


guaranteed 
by starlight. 
Early 


American surveyors worked with 
the compass, which varies even dur- 
ing a day in the same place. This 
survey was. checked every three or 
four miles by reference to the North 
star. With transit, surveying rods, 
and chains, a single commissioner 
and his small field party of engi- 
neers settled a boundary which had 
baffled three commissions 
before 


1792 
and had caused bitter fight- 


ing. 


"As the actual line between Ver- 


mont and New Hampshire is usual- 
ly submerged, it was not practical 
to mark it with monuments on the 
spot. The line is indicated by 91 
reference markers, bronze plates 
on granite shafts planted five feet 
deep to defeat the New England 
frost. 


"The 
Vermont-New 
Hampshire 


boundary is the longest, and pos- 
sibly the longest-disputed, to be 
marked in recent years. Since 1920, 
six other state line disputes have 
been settled by the Supreme court 
and Commissioner Gannett. Arkan- 
sas had lines drawn for about 10 
miles each along the boundaries 
which it shares with Tennessee and 
Mississippi. A Minnesota-Wisconsin 
limit was fixed for about 17 miles, 
surveyed in winter on the ice around 
Duluth. The capricious Mississippi 
necessitated a survey between Lou- 
isiana and Mississippi, confirming 
Louisiana's claim to about 12 square 
miles in dispute. 


"Texas has required the most 


boundary doctoring. A new line be- 
tween the Lone Star state and Okla- 
homa was run for 134 miles along 
the one-hundredth meridian. The re- 
sult was one of the straightest and 
most accurately determined bound- 
aries on record, and it pared off 45 
square miles of Oklahoma to en- 
large Texas. On the Texas-New 
Mexico boundary was run one of the 
crookedest lines possible, requiring 
five monuments per mile to keep it 
from getting lost in its own mean- 
ders. Part of the line between Col- 
orado and New Mexico is still un- 
marked, and uncertainty exists over 
bits of the Texas-Arkansas and the 
Virginia-District of Columbia bound- 
aries. Otherwise, state lines in the 
United States are pretty definite." 


History of Cremation 


The custom of cremation is very 


ancient, and was almost universal 
among the Aryans of early India, 
the Greeks, Romans, Slavs, Kelts 
and Teutons, states a writer in the 
Philadelphia Inquirer. The graves 
of North Europe throughout the 
Bronze age contain only jars of 
ashes. Christianity, and a belief in 
the resurection of the body, gradual- 
ly suppressed the custom of crema- 
tion; but, beginning in Italy in 1870, 
the custom revived, and has been 
legal there since 1877. The practice 
spread throughout Europe and very 
rapidly throughout the U n i t e d 
States. Germany's first crematorium 
was erected in 1878, England's in 
1885. The first municipally owned 
crematorium in England was built 
by the city of Hull in 1900. Crema- 
toriums in the United States date 
from 1876, when Dr. F. J. LeMoyne 
established one at Washington, Pa.

Crocus Is From kaahmir; 


Traveler Purloined Bulb 


The dainty little crocus has been 


aptly called the "first gem of the 
earth in spring," observes a writer 
in the Montreal Star. 
It is said that the crocus was tak- 


en to England in the reign of Ed- 
ward III from Kashmir. In that 
country it was the monopoly of the 
rajah, but an English traveler, who 
penetrated the country as a pilgrim, 
stole a bulb at the risk of his life. 
He concealed it in his hollow staff, 
and managed to carry it all the way 
back to his home at Walden, in Es- 
sex.

Such a harvest of saffron yellow 


flowers came from that single bulb 
that the place came to be known as 
Saffron Walden, the name which it 
bears today. 


The plant was used as a dye in 


India, and for the same purpose m 
England and Ireland. Henry VIII 
forbade the use of the crocus as a 
dye for linen by the Irish. The linen 
had been dyed because it was 
thought that it would not be neces- 
sary to wash it so often as white lin- 
en, as the dirt would not show.

Termites Destroy Wood, 


Paper, Sometimes Cloth 


Termites are tiny, blind insects 


that destroy wood, paper and some- 
times" cloth. Their nearest living 
relative is the cockroach, writes a 
correspondent in the Boston Herald. 
There are many species of termites, 
but in this country the most com- 
mon are those called subterranean 
termites. 


These termites live in colonies 


deep in the earth where it is dark 
and moist, not in the wood as many 
suppose. They shun light and soon 
die if cut off from moisture. 


There are three castes of termites 


in a colony: The workers, which 
provide food and shelter for all. The 
soldiers, 
hard-headed 
and 
with 


fierce jaws, who defend the colony 
against attack. The sexed termites 
at mating time, spring and fall, de- 
velop wings and eyes, they swarm 
from the ground, fly a short dis- 
tance, mate and then shed their 
wings. Each mated pair tries to 
creep back into the earth to found 
a new colony. The queen spends the 
rest of her life laying eggs, hun- 
dreds a day. 


Most of the termites in any sub- 


terranean colony are the workers. 
They never stop work, day or night.

Mutk-Ox Was First Seen 


Along Hudson Bay Shore 


The musk-ox was first seen on the 


American continent by a French of- 
ficer along the west shore of Hud- 
son bay, Canada, in 1720. The S- 
shaped horns are indigenous to the 
musk-ox in North America and 
closely resemble the horns of the 
dangerous African cape bufTalo. 


At one time, according to scien- 


tists, the musk-ox roamed as far 
south as Philadelphia, but now they 
are non-migratory. One record tcli? 
of a bull that roamed less than a 
half mile from one spot during a 
whole summer. 


The oxen eat the Arctic grasses, 


lichens, and moss and in winter 
they use sharp hooves to break 
through the snow crust to reach 
vegetation beneath. They have de- 
veloped "pushers" on their nostrils. 
similar to the snout of a pig. 


When attacked by Arctic wolves, 


the oxen form a threatening pha 
lanx, heads outward. 


Arctic explorers frequently havr 


urged domestication of the animal? 
and their importation into the Unit- 
ed States. 


Its odor is the musk-oxen's only 


defense against the hard-biting flies 
that thrive in the Arctic circle. The 
musk-ox has no tail.

The Keeshond Dog 


Symbol of the patriots in Hol- 


land's unrest during the Eighteenth 
century, the Keeshond dog gamed 
sudden notoriety at that time. For 
countless years the breed had been 
known as the barge dog, sometimes 
more specifically as "Fox Dog." 
The patriots, as opposed to the 
"Prinsgeziden" or partisans of the 
Prince of Orange—were led by a 
man by the name of Kees de Gyse- 
laer, who was a dog lover. 
He 


owned at that time a dog he called 
"Kees." This dog, according to a 
writer in the Los Angeles Times, 
became the symbol of the Patriots, 
and gave the breed its name. Dur- 
ing that period in Dutch 
history 


when the rijnaken or small vessels 
were used in great numbers on the 
Rhine river, a dog of this breed, 
used as a watch dog, was to be 
found on nearly every craft. Farm- 
ers also used the barge dogs as 
watch dogs, and the breed was con- 
sidered a dog of the people.

In cramped offices off the laby- 


rinthlan corridors of Scotland Yard, 
mild-mannered men smoothly direct 
the activities of 21.000 uniformed 
bobbies and inspectors who supply 
the germ of countless fiction "thril- 
lers." 


Charts and maps are emphasized 


in tracking criminals over Greater 
London, an area of some "00 miles 
filled with eight and a half million 
persons. 


Keep Tab On Bad Spot* 


Small flags show every crime-in- 


fested neighborhood and what the 
crime was. 
Officers who study these 


charts often know in advance the 
most likely place where a marauder 
will appear. 


Teleprinters flash news to all af-
